INTIMATES POLITICAL PREJUDICE 


The fact that bills of a similar nature presented to county com- 


missioners by previous administrations have always been allowed, is 
also pointed out by the mayor in support of his contention that po- 
litical prejudice is the sole cause for the action of the commissioners. 


The action of Prosecutor Porter does not necessarily hinder the 


commissioners from granting the bills if they see fit. His duty is 
merely to inform the board as to the legal phase of the question and 
no matter what his action might be the commissioners can do as they 
choose. However, the commissioners have said that without the 
prosecutor's "0. K." the bills will not be paid.

mission to perform.'' 


On European War. 


His talk to the Methodists was 


on the present European conflict, 
which he characteri/es as the great 
est revival in the history of the 
world, lie has just recently re- 
turned from Europe, where he vis- 
ited every county involved in the 
war. 


Mi. Mott swayed his audience 


by reciting simply and eloquently 
the condition oi Km ope, not from 
an evangelistic standpoint, 
but 


from the standpoint of humanity. 


•'It is showing as no previous 


war that the thought that this is 
a Holy war is getting in its work. 
I found in each nation that the 
conscience of the nation was trou- 
bled and seeking to justify itself.'' 


Russia particularly 
impressed 


Mr. Mott as believing itself involv- 
ed in a, holy Avar. lie declared 
that Russia literally goes from iu> 
knees into battle 


"In France," Mr Mott continu- 


ed, "I found" an. absolute revolu- 
tion 
I had been impressed as a 


rule with the thought -that the 
French were indifferent' to reli- 
gion, but I found the great cathe- 
drals, the churchcp and halls fil- 
led to. overflowing with men and 
women, who-nvere praying." 


"In Germany,"' Mr. Mott de- 


clared, "tliQ Q^ijrnan regiments do 
not go to the battlelmes singing 
'Wacht Am Rhine,' or 'Detitsch- 
land liber Alice,' but, the, great 
LutHer hymn which they keep re- 
peating over and over again;? 


"There is a great swell of 0thie- 


al reform going on in Europe," 
said Mr. Mott 
"The abolition of 


the sale oi vodka, for on, in Rus- 
sia, is most .significant when all 
Europe is borrowing money and 
Russia deliberately wiped out a 
revenue of $500,000.000 a year by 
stopping the sale of vodka. 


"How different England is to- 


day—a great, armed camp, with 
Kitchener drilling two millions o£ 
men. Germany never seemed more 
beautiful or so sad when I visited 
it this winter " 


Preceding Mr. Mot*''- address, 


W Doughty, A. E, Cory and Dr. 
Thomas Nicholson gave half-hour 
addresses. 51 r. Doughty's address 
was on. the subject ol "Prayer 
Indispensable to World Winners." 
He cited as an example of the 
power of piaycr the remarkable 
success of R-ev. "Billy" Sunday 
in his evangelistic work. 


Following Mr. Mott's address 


and the adjournment of the morn- 
ing session, the parade was form- 
ed in front of Memorial hall in 
charge of Colonel Miller.

Gives Away 
Much Timber 


Portland, Ore., March 17.— 


More than 12,000,000 feet of tim- 
ber in Oregon and 2.000,000 foot 
in "Washington were given away 
by the government under the free- 
use permit in the liscal year of 
1913, according to an announce- 
ment by the district forester's of- 
fice iu Portland. 
Under the law 


settlers are allowed free distribu- 
tion of about eighty coids, or -^20, 
for each year. 


' The excess in 
Oregon 
over 


Washington is accounted for in 
several ways. The national for- 
ests in Oregon cover approximate- 
ly 13,500,000 acres, while those in 
Washington cover only about t),- 
500,000 acres. 


In Washington the forests are 


mainly in the Douglas fir region 
west of the Cascades and are not 
as accessible as the east side for- 
ests, whn\ lho<-e in Oregon are 
scattered over the state. In east- 
ern Oregon, in the dry 
region, 


there is little or no timber except 
in the national forests and the 
farmers and settlers depend upon 
them for their wood supply. 3Iore 
than 74 per cent of the free wood 
taken out \\as dead or down tim- 
ber, whose removal is a great bene 
lit to the forest, as it lessens the 
danger from fire. 


In addition to timber given 


away, 521 sales were made from 
Oregon forests and 142 from Wash 
inglon. It is interesting to note 


that this represents 24.394,000 
board icet for Oregon forests and 
199.146.000 board feet lor Wash- 
ington forests. Although the num 
her oi sales in Oregon exceeds the 
number 
in Washington, 
the 


amount of timber is greater in 
Washington because the sales 
were larger one.
